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Huron Indians _ 


Huron was the early name for the Wyandot Tribe. They 
were named by the French, from the words “hure” or rough 
with the suffix “on” added. Wyandot interpreted — means — 
Islander” or “dwellers on a peninsula.” They belong to the 
Troquoin Linquistic Family. 

They were first encountered by Cartier in 1534 in the St. 
Lawrence Valley. They were located mostly in the 
province of Ontario between Lake Ontario and Georgian 
Bay. They were very amicable with the French. 

In 1648 their enemies the Iroquois attacked them 
_ severely. The tribe split up, part going into the protection 
of the French at Quebec and part going to the neutral tribes 
of the Erie and Tiontotati. 


After the merger with the Erie, the Iroquois began an 
attack on that tribe. The tribe then began wandering, and in 
the latter part of the 17th century some of them reached 
Detroit. There they settled and extended their claims over 
a wide area including part of Ohio. There is a record of a 
Wyandot Village in Wayne County, Michigan, called 
“Browntown” occupied by people of the tribe from 1809 to 
1818. 


The Wyandot were on the side of the British during the 
War of 1812. After the war a large tract of land in Ohio and 
Michigan was given to them. Much of this was sold later, 
until in 1819 all that remained was some land near Upper 
Sandusky, Ohio, and a small area on the Huron River in 
Huron Township, Wayne County, Michigan. 





























In 1842 these were sold, and the whole tribe moved to 
Wyandot County, Kansas. They were placed on a reserva- 
tion there in 1867, and are now citizens of the state of 
Oklahoma. 


The Tionontati Tribe which some of the Huron joined 
and marged with was also called Quieuntati. (This might 
well have been the “Quekays” referred to by the old squaw 
that used to come down the Huron River each fall and 
camped on the N.W. comer of section 6, of Huron 

-Township.) Also the monument for the Quekays in the 
Huron River Park is dedicated to this tribe. 





Some of the Wyandots, instead of going to Detroit, went 
to Ontario and Michilimackinac thence to Green Bay, 
Wisconsin and after wandering to several points in that 
state, they returned to Detroit. This presumably occurred 
before the tribe moved to Kansas.

Woodhaven 
Headstart 


Good For One Year? __ 


A deal is in the works for 
the: Huron/Woodhaven Head- 
start to secure a new fiscal 
agent and continue to be 
housed at it’s current location. 

As reported by The Huron 
River Weekly, the Huron 
Board of Education several 
months ago withdrew as the 
fiscal agent. The board did so 
because the program was cost- 
ing the district money and the 
district was concerned about 
student overcrowding. 

The building that houses 
the program could be used to 
take care of the anticipated 
elementary overflow. How- 
ever, a decision on the dis- 
trict’s use of the building could 
be delayed one year if they 
allow the Headstart program 


to use the building for the 
1998-99 school year. 

The decision to no longer 
be the fiscal agent created 
some controversy with the 
parents. Headstart parents 
attended, in large numbers, at 
least two board meetings 
where they expressed their 
concerns. 


The board listened to their 
concerns and answered several 
questions but the board did not 
change its resolve to cease 
being the fiscal agent. 


Since these board meetings, 
the parents have been looking 
for a new fiscal agent. Wayne 
County Regional Educational 
Service Agency (RESA), was 
unwilling to take on _ this 


responsibility and none of the 
parents expected it would. But 
it now appears another party 
has come forward which will 
allow the program to continue. 
Recognizing the new fiscal 
agent may occur at the May 
18th Huron School Board 
meeting. 


According to board vice- 
president Colleen Lazere the 
proposed new fiscal agent is 
the Downriver Child Guidance 
Clinic housed at the Down- 
river Community Conference. 
RESA is scheduled to have a 
meeting on May 13 to approve 
the D.C.G. as the new fiscal 
agent. If approved, the matter 
will then be presented to the 
Huron Board for approval.

framework into which he has 
not been reasoned. Having 
acquired his beliefs on an 
emotional level, he could not 
be persuaded by any argument 
on a rational level.

Commissioner Patterson 


Reports 


By a narrow eight-seven 
vote, the Wayne County 
Commission placed a super 
majorities charger amendment 
on the August 4th ballot that 
will protect Western Wayne 
County residents from new 
county taxes. The Amendment 
was co-sponsored by 
Commissioner Bruce 
Patterson. If adopted by voters, 
in order for Wayne County to 
raise taxes, it must be 
approved by: 

1) A super majority of the 
Commissioners (2/3) to put 
new taxes on the ballot; 

2) A super majority of vot- 
ers (60-percent) to pass new 
taxes. 

As vice chair of the Public 
Safety and Judiciary 
Committee, | Commissioner 
Patterson introduced a resolu- 
tion asking the committee to 
conduct a preliminary investi- 
gation into the Concealed 
Weapons Permitting process in 
Wayne County. Anyone inter- 
ested in participating in the 
public hearings or wishing to 
contribute information regard- 
ing concealed weapons per- 
mitting should contact Comm- 
issioner Patterson at (313) 
224-0944. 

An ordinance introduced by 
Commissioner Patterson to 
establish environmental health 
standards for the conduct of 
body arts procedures such as 
piercing and tattooing was 
adopted by Wayne County 
April 14. The ordinance autho- 
rizes the health department to 
conduct inspections and 
enforce regulations on facili- 
ties who perform body arts. 

Money that was to be 
appropriated to aide in the cre- 
ation of a Tradeport at Willow 
Run has been reallocated. This 
is just one more step closer to a 
Tradeport not being estab- 
lished at Willow Run. 
Commissioner Patterson has 
been instrumental in the fight 
against the establishment of a 
Tradeport at Willow Run. 

Commissioner Patterson 
voted to approve $2.6 million 
for the continued delivery of 
meals to approximately 10,000 
senior citizens in Wayne 
County. 

Mr. Patterson opposed a 
resolution which asked the 
Wayne County Commission to 
support a residency require- 


ment implemented in city and 
other governmental entities 
within Wayne County. Mr. 
Patterson stated that he sup- 
ports Senate Bill #878 
(Sponsored by Senator Loren 
Bennett) which relaxes the 
residency requirement for 
city/township employees. 

An ordinance that would 
require that the practice of 
body arts/tattooing and body 
piercing be medically regulat- 
ed in Wayne County was intro- 
duced Commissioner 
Patterson. The ordinance has 





been referred to the Health and 
Human Services Committee 
where it is expected to be 
referred to the Full Board of 
Commissioners next month.
